New York. May 9.- Paul Leicester 
Ford, the novelist, va: shot and killed 
yesterday by his brother. Malcolm 
W ebster Ford, w riter and athlete, who 
immediately sent a bullet Into his own 
breast, dying instantly. 
The shooting 
incurred in th** baa Lome new man­ 
sion xt Ii foil Paul l^eioestor Ford had 
built at 37 Hast 77th street and had 
occupied far about a year. 
At the time of the shooting th* re 
were in the house besides the two 
brothers. Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford, 
Miss Elizabeth R Hall. the novelist's 
secretary, and the •• rvants 
The nov­ 
e lla # was sitting at his desk In one 
corner of his library a large, attract­ 
ively appointed room at the back of 
the house on the second floor. 
It is 
supposed he was busily engaged at 
some literary task 
Miss Hall was at 
her desk in another corner of the 
room. about 3k feet from Mr Ford 
Mrs. Ford was in her own room at the 
front of the house on the third floor 
Mal*olm Ford tailed as he had often 
done, and went to his brother at his 
desk 
Words were exchanged In a 
tone so low that Miss Hall could not 
hear what was said. though she say* 
that possibly she might have distin­ 
guished the words if she had been 
paying any attention to this particular 
m eeting of the brothers 
Suddenly 
there was a revolver shot and Miss 
Hall, jumping up. darted from the 
room. 
Then according to th* state­ 
ment of the police. Miss Hall said to 
herself that she must act more brave­ 
ly, and reentered the library 
Meanwhile Malcolm Ford had called 
her 
As she turn d toward him he 
placed his revolver to his heart Ared 
and fell, dying instantly. 
When Miss 
Ha?! turned to look at Paul. h. was 
still standing at his desk, but rapidly 
losing Strength. 
She helped him to a 
sofa and th* n ran next door for Paul 
Ford s pity ak ian Dr Emanuel Baruch. 
In less than five m inutes Dr. Baruch 
arrived and the dying man, still con­ 
scious. was carried up to a room be­ 
side his wife s and placed on his bed. 
He spoke to his wife and asked the 
doctor for his opinion, showing that 
he expected d* ath ana l was going to 
meet It calmly and bravely 
A few 
moments later about 2" minutes after 
he was shot. Mr Ford died 
The bullet which killed Paul Leices­ 
ter Ford Just grazed the top of his 
heart and passed through « large sr 
tery ascending from it. 
The bullet 
which killed Malcolm Ford w-as Ared 
with the same a- curacy of aim. for it 
made a wound scarcely an inch lower 
than the one which killed his brother, 
the wounds W ing almost identical. 
Paul I A lcester F<|U was th** author 
of ’Th* Honorable Peter Sterling" and 
of 'Janice M eredith." 
He was born 
In Brooklyn in 1866 and tw-o years ago 
m arried Miss Grace Kidder. 
Malcolm W. Ford had been engaged 
in journalism for some tim e 
He was 
born in Brooklyn in 1862. 
It is be­ 
lieved that Malcolm Ford called to get 
money from his brother, and. meeting : 
with a refusal shot him 
Dr. Baruch 
said that the m urder was a result of 
tem porary mental aberration on the 
part of Malcolm Ford, due to nervous 
exhaustion. 
It Is said that there was j 
enmity between th*- two brothers and 
consequent bitterness, and that it was j 
of ll years' standing; that never since 
the death of their father have they j 
been on intim ate term s. 
This alleged 
enm ity on the part of Malcolm is said 
to have been brought about by the 
fact that the father of the boys dis 
inherited Malcolm and that this action 
on the father's part was because he 
did not wish Malcolm to devote him­ 
self to an athletic career.

Mr. Burton of Kansas concluded tho 
speech 
which he began Wednesday. 
He referred as instances of atrocious 
cruelty to the battle of Wounded Kn*e, 
to the Mountain Meadow massacre, 
and to the m assacre of Union soldiers 
at Fort Pillow, and contended that the 
action of the American troops In the 
Philippines was in most instances, en­ 
tirely within the regulations of civi­ 
lized warfare.

response to some 
statem ents 
made Thursday by Mr. Tillman, Mr. 
X’est of Missouri delivered a forceful 
and effective speech and made an his­ 
torical contribution with reference to

Hampton Roads conference !>e- 
tween President Lincoln and Confed­ 
erate leaders, declaring that uncondi­ 
tional surrender was Lincoln's only 
proposition. 
Mr. Carmack delivered 
a scathing denunciation of the conduct 
of m ilitary operations in the Philip­ 
pines and denounced General Smith, 
branding his as a "scoundrel” and 
“m urderer.” who had dishonored the 
American army and had done nothing 
but butcher a whole people.

“The first tim e I fished In the Sault 
Ste. Marie rapids,” said a well known 
Lake K euka sportsm an, “I landed In 
an hour tw en ty -one brook tro u t th at 
weighed fo*ty five pounds; so I was 
ready aud willing to believe anything 
I heard or read about the possibilities 
of those 
waters or the astounding i 
things that men who fished in them 
were able to vie. 
“Consequently I believed w h a t they 
told me about the marvelous feats tho 
Indian 
fishermen of the 
Sault Ste. j 
Marie could perform iu the w ay of 
netting whitefish. 
Few who have tour­ 
ed the grout lakes have not heard of j 
those sam e feats, witnessed them and, j 
of course, could do nothing hut go 
awny believing that they were all they 
seemed to be. 
“ Particularly will they marvel, as I 
did. at the Indian whitefish fisherman’s 
magic eye with which he seems to 
'ook down through ten feet or more of 
foaming, rushing w ater and see white­ 
fish th at to the white m an’s eye would 
be Invisible five inches beneath the 
surface. It would have keen strange 
if I had not marveled at it, having 
witnessed more than once manifest® 
(Ions of Its alleged power. T hat was 
before I talked with old Guide Barron. 
‘The astounding feats of the Indian 
whitefish 
netters of 
the Sault Ste 
M arie th at the guidebooks and the 
hotel keepers and steam boatm en insist 
on telling tourists about arc performed 
by tw o Indians In a canoe. One occu­ 
pies the stern and m anipulates the 
paddle to keep the canoe’s head point­ 
ed up stream. The Indian in the bow, 
standing upright, uses a pole to ald in 
propelling the canoe or in keeping it 
steady. 
“ Lying ready to his hand is a dip net 
four feet In diameter, fastened to the 
end of a pole perhaps fifteen feet long. 
The fishing is done a t the foot of the 
rapids, w here the w ater bolls and tum ­ 
bles furiously. 
W ith bls pole the In­ 
dian In th e bow keeps th e boat moving 
about in the rapids and gazes constant­ 
ly lnio the water, which Is often ten 
feet or more deep. 
“Suddenly the Indian In the bow will 
seize the net handle w ith one hand, 
never cessing to m anipulate th e canoe 
w ith his pole In the other nor for an 
Instant rem oving his staring gaze from 
th*- w ater. 
The net is not mon* than 
In his hand before he has plunged It 
perlmps ten feet distant from the boat, 
thrusting It at the sam e Instant to the 
bottom. 
T hen he gives It a peculiar 
twist, draw s It up and. surrendering 
the care of the canoe for th e moment 
to th e Indian with the paddle, he 
draw’s the net up, never w ithout from 
three to half a dozen glistening w hite 
fish In It, frequently w eighing five 
pounds each. 
“T he 
wondering 
spectator, 
seeing 
uothing but the boiling w ater, the sud­ 
den start of the Indian and his quick 
and dexterous plunging and draw ing 
up of th e net with Its invariable load 
of whitefish, can do nothing hut ac 
knowledge to himself the necromancy 
of the Ind ian’s piscatorial art. 
I know 
th at I did, and for tw o seasons gave 
myself aw ay to the fascination of that 
mysterious fishing. 
Then one day I 
marveled at it greatly to Guide B arron 
the shrewd and cunning old F ren ch­ 
man w ho know’s every rock and eddy 
and whirlpool of the rapids and all the 
wiles and tricks th at any other guld* 
knows and a whole lot th a t no other 
one does know, and G arro n ’s HUI* 
black eyes twinkled. 
“ ‘Ah!’ ho chuckled. 
‘Zat uiageeck 
bye. 
H e von gr-r-rand homboag!’ 
' ’Then he explained In his voluble 
and picturesque patois the ap parent 
mystery of the Indian whitefish fisher­ 
m an’s magic eye. 
W hitefish are n atu ­ 
ral denizens of the still, silent w ate-s 
of the great lakes. 
To get from Lake 
H uron to Lake Superior these fish 
m ust fight their way up the fierce aud 
stubborn Sault Ste. Marie rapids. 
In 
doing this they travel by easy stage® 
They can brav e the rapids b ut a short 
distance a t a time, w hen, alm ost ex ­ 
hausted, they drop Into th e shelter of 
the friendly rocks th at pile th e bottom 
of the rapids. 
“H uddled som etimes by th e score be­ 
hind these rocks, getting wind, as 
were, to overcome another stage of 
their journey, th e whitefish, if the w a­ 
ter is not too deep, can be lifted oui 
by the hand of the fisherman, they are 
so nearly exhausted. 
The Indians ai 
well as the w hite fishermen know thli 
and, know ing well the location of these 
sheltering rocks, have only to th ru st 
thoir nets dow n behind them and draw 
them qp filled w ith fish. 
“T he cunning of th e Indian led him 
long ago to give visitors the Impression 
th at he could penetrate th e troubled 
depths of the rapids w ith his gaze and 
discover the whitefish on the bottom. 
The w onder of it spread, and it lins 
been oui' of th e fondest aud best pay­ 
ing fictions of ‘Susan Mary,’ as the na­ 
tives give you the pronunciation *>f tbs 
Sault Ste. M arie."—New York Times.
